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Edmonton’s LRT expansion 
received a jolt yesterday when 


city council asked administration 
to find $800 million to get start¬ 
ed on the southeast line in 2014. 

The money will fund con¬ 
struction from Mill Woods to 
downtown by 2018, said Coun. 


Amarjeet Sohi. 

“I think it’s a major step in 
showing our desire,” he said, 
adding the money could come 
through capital dollars, grants or 
borrowing. 


Councillors hope the province 
will provide $235 million in 
Green Trip funding, and that the 
feds will match it, although the 
best-case scenario would see each 
government pay one-third of the 


cost. 

“In order to get moving on it 
and get other orders of govern¬ 
ment to come to the table, we 
thought we needed to do this,” 
said Coun. Don Iveson.

Public 
speaks 
today on 
tough 2012 
budget 

While citizens get their 
chance to speak on the 
proposed 2012 budget to¬ 
day, councillors will be lis¬ 
tening closely, looking for 
savings. 

Service cuts are 
proposed in order to limit 
the tax hike at 4.5 per 
cent, or $77 for the 
average homeowner. 

“Administration will say 
either you increase taxes 
or cut services,” said Coun. 
Kerry Diotte. “I think there 
are savings to be had.” 

Some of the proposed 
$10.5 million in cuts 
include flower planting, 
transit hours and the 
replacement of residential 
street lights, while 
proposed spending 
includes boosted funds for 
snow removal and 
additional police officers. 

“Many of those things I 
don’t think council is 
going to live without,” said 
Coun. Bryan Anderson, 
adding efficiencies can be 
found and services 
restored “without increas¬ 
ing property taxes more 
than five per cent.” 

Diotte, meanwhile, 
thinks the tax hike can be 
much less. 

“If we cut the cost of 
overtime or the amount 
we spend on consultants, 
there’s probably some sav¬ 
ings there,” he said. “What 
about 10 per cent of trav¬ 
el? Ten per cent of 
printing? All of those 
things add up.”

A man who held nine peo¬ 
ple hostage at gunpoint in a 
Workers’ Compensation 
Board office building was 
sentenced yesterday to al¬ 
most 11 years in prison. 

But the judge gave 
Patrick Clayton four years 
of credit for time he spent 
in pretrial custody. 

Queen’s Bench Justice 
Sterling Sanderman also 
ruled Clayton will have to 
serve at least half of his re¬ 
maining sentence of six 


years and 10 months before 
he is eligible for parole. 

Sanderman cited Clay¬ 
ton’s “reckless and patently 
dangerous conduct” that 
understandably caused fear 
in his victims. 

Clayton, who was armed 
with a hunting rifle and 
100 rounds of ammunition, 
herded nine people into a 
conference room in the 
downtown Edmonton 
building on Oct. 21, 2009. 

The self-confessed co¬ 


caine addict had a long¬ 
standing beef over a claim 
for a knee injury he had re¬ 
ceived on a construction 
site seven years earlier. 

He slowly released the 
hostages before surrender¬ 
ing peacefully to police 10 
hours later. 

Clayton, 40, pleaded 
guilty to hostage-talcing, 
pointing a firearm and pos¬ 
session of a weapon for a 
dangerous purpose.

the worst in women. 

Such tactics can include 
gossiping about a rival’s 
promiscuity or disparaging 
her appearance, so as to re¬ 
duce her “mate value.” 

Vaillancourt’s study sug¬ 
gests this type of behav¬ 
iour is not only a TV 
phenomenon — it’s also 
a reality in schools and in 
workplaces.

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Occupy Canada changes shape 


O Camps in many cities are being dismantled O Activists plan next move 


The face of the Occupy 
Canada movement was 
changing as authorities 
moved into camps in Victo¬ 
ria, Quebec City and Cal¬ 
gary, and groups in 
Toronto and Ottawa waited 
to see if police would en¬ 
force eviction deadlines. 

The Occupy Toronto site 
showed clear signs of a 
protest on the wane early 
yesterday, with several 
tents already taken down 
and demonstrators with 
garbage bags cleaning up. 

“There’s a lot of mess 
here, obviously, after five 
weeks, so we’re starting to 
tidy up — tiy to make it 


look presentable before we 
leave entirely,” said Brent 
Hendren, 24, of London, 
Ont. 

In Montreal, protesters 
expressed a resolve to stay 
in place despite a request 
from the city’s mayor for 
them to vacate. 

In Quebec City, police 
mounted an operation at 
dawn to begin removing 
Occupy protesters. They re¬ 
portedly offered no resist¬ 
ance when police moved 
in. 

And police in Victoria, 
B.C., arrested one person as 
they ousted the remaining 
participants of the Occupy 


Victoria movement. 

The removal began be¬ 
fore dawn, one day after 
lawyers for the City of Vic¬ 
toria appeared in B.C. 
Supreme Court, winning 
an enforcement order that 
gave police the power to 
remove campers and their 
belongings. 

Occupy Vancouver ac¬ 
tivists were ousted for a 
second time yesterday in a 
court ruling that left them 
considering where to 
move their roving protest 
next. 

The band of demonstra¬ 
tors were ordered to pack 
up and leave by 5 p.m. yes¬ 


terday, less than 24 hours 
after they had relocated to 
the partially-covered plaza 
outside the provincial law 
courts from their five- 
week encampment at the 
city art gallery. 

By shortly after 5 p.m., 
the courthouse site had 
been cleared and dozens of 
activists had left en masse, 
marching to another loca¬ 
tion where they say they 
will set up a third camp. 
They wouldn’t provide de¬ 
tails of where. 

Parts of Calgary’s Occu¬ 
py camp were dismantled 
late Monday.

Hundert and Hiscoclcs 
also pleaded guilty to coun¬ 
selling to obstruct police. 

The Crown has recom¬ 
mended sentences ranging 
from three to 16 months. 

The group broke out in 


cheers in court as the 17- 
month long legal battle 
came to an end yesterday 
morning. But in a state¬ 
ment released shortly af¬ 


terward, they lashed out at 
a system they said has 
been used as a political 
tool.

One might say Jeremy 
Larivee accomplished 
something many city 
councillors can only 
dream of. 

Less than a week after 
his entry into city 
politics, the 27-year-old 
Londoner chalked up a 
victory at City Hall on 
Monday, winning unani¬ 
mous support for a ban 
on sharlc-fin products. 


It’s all thanks to what 
Larivee, an electrician, 
considers a guiding prin¬ 
ciple. 

“If you let passion 
drive you, you’ll 
triumph,” he said yester¬ 
day. “You’ll come out on 
top.” 

In this case, it took 
passion and a fair bit of 
legwork. Larivee and a 
small army of volunteers 
went on an out-and-out 
campaign after the 
proposed ban got a cool 
reception during a Nov. 

15 committee meeting. 

That campaign includ¬ 
ed calling councillors and 
hand-delivering copies of 
the documentary Shark- 


water to many of their 
homes. The film — 
which shows fins being 
removed from sharks 
and their carcasses 
dumped back in the wa¬ 
ter — was key, Larivee 
said. 

“It’s hard to ignore the 
issue after you see that,” 
he said. “We just proved 
that if you educate 
people they’ll make the 
right choice.” 

The victory could help 
bring other animal-rights 
issues to the forefront, 
said Florine Morrison, 
founder of the London 
Animal Alliance and co¬ 
founder of Animal 
Outreach.

First F-35s 
unable to talk 
to troops, 
older planes 

The first dozen or so F-35s 
slated to arrive in Canada 
won’t be equipped with 
software that allows the 
stealth fighters to commu¬ 
nicate with ground forces, 
a feature designed to 
prevent incidents of friend¬ 
ly fire. 

The initial operating sys¬ 
tem also won’t be equipped 
with a program that helps 
the fighters communicate 
with older aircraft, such as 
the Air Force’s Aurora sur¬ 
veillance planes. 

The software isn’t 
expected to be added until 
an upgrade program is in¬ 
troduced in 2019 — three 
years after the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Air Force begins 
taking delivery of the 
advanced multi-role fight¬ 
er. The absence of both 
items in the initial operat¬ 
ing system is alluded to in 
heavily censored access-to- 
information documents, 
obtained by The Canadian 
Press and referenced in mil¬ 
itary publications in the 
U.S. 

The system that helps 
distinguish between friend 
and foe is known as a Blue 
Force Tracker, a GPS- 
enabled device, and its ab¬ 
sence means the 
computers of the first F-35s 
will not be able to link with 
ground troops until 
software is updated.

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Homburg’s losses 
begin to mount 

O Expenses soared faster than its revenue grew 
O Company operating under protection from creditors 


Homburg Invest Inc. saw its 
loss balloon to $70 million 
in the third quarter as the 
troubled Halifax-based in¬ 
vestment company’s ex¬ 
penses soared faster than 
its revenue grew. 

The loss amounted to 
$1.95 per share, bringing 
the total losses in the first 
nine months of 2011 to 
$4.25 per share or $114.7 
million. Revenue for the 
three months ended Sept. 
30 was $37.3 million, up 
from just under $30 million 
in the third quarter of 2010. 

Homburg essentially 
broke even in the third 
quarter of 2010 with 
$61,000 of net income or 
two cents per share from 
continuing operations. 


It had a loss of four cents 
per share after the impact 
of discontinued operations. 
Revenue for the nine 
months ended Sept. 30 was 
$106.4 million up from 
$107.4 million in the year- 
earlier period. 

The company, which is 
in a dispute with founding 
shareholder Richard Hom¬ 
burg, is operating under 
court-protection from its 
creditors. Among the addi¬ 
tional expenses recorded in 
the third quarter was $2.4 
million related to filing un¬ 
der the Companies Credi¬ 
tors Arrangement Act. 

General and administra¬ 
tive expenses also grew sub¬ 
stantially, rising to $6.4 
million from $2.9 million in

Just ask the woman in Miami who to¬ 
day finds that her naked foray onto her 
back stoop, captured by a passing Google 
Street View camera, yields more than 
two million results on the search engine 
of the same name. 

Google Street View is supposed to be a helpful way 
for you to see your destination as it really looks, as 
opposed to a pointy B pin on a map. It is not supposed 
to offer a panorama of human folly, such as the casually 
careless naked lady, or the equally naked guy in 
Germany climbing out of the trunk of his car, or the guy 
walking his snake down the street, or various Brits 
mooning the passing camera, or the two Norwegian scu¬ 
ba divers running down the street on flippers, complete 
with tridents. (Why did the scuba divers cross the road?) 

As the Street View cameras capture eveiy square 
millimetre of the planet and resolution improves, it’s 

only going to get worse. Or 
better, if you like to watch. 

Google is self-correcting, 
and as soon as it learned 
about its nalced-lady prob¬ 
lem, it turned her into a 
pixelated blur, but only 
after the photos of the poor 
women spread across the 
Internet like the bird flu. 

What do we expect 
when we combine the 
Internet with the latest 
surveillance technology? 
Google Street View has 
the potential to turn us all 
into everyday fugitives 
from scrutiny, trapped in a high-res corner with 
nowhere to hide. 

It’s not just that Big Brother is watching, although 
you know he is. It’s also that little sister and Cousin Bert 
and Uncle Ernie and all Rabbit’s friends and relations 
are watching as well. 

Of course, not everyone sees that as a bad thing, such 
as the guy who found Google Street View to be an ideal 
way to expose himself to anyone who happened upon 
his sad, little — with an emphasis on little — sector of 
the galaxy. 

For the rest of us, it’s bad enough we have to wear 
clean underwear every day in case we get hit by a bus 
and have to be undressed by medical personnel. Now we 
also have to make sure, no matter where we are, to 
remember to wear clothes and, while we’re at it, keep 
the nose mining to a minimum.

DRIVING HIV TESTS HOME. 

At one office of the 
Department of Motor 
Vehicles in Washington, 
D.C., motorists can get a 
driver’s licence, tempor¬ 
ary road-tax stickers and 
something wholly unre¬ 
lated to the road: A free 
HIV test. 

In a city with one of 
the highest percentages 
of residents living with 
HIV or AIDS, health offi¬ 
cials have now test- 
driven the in-DMV 
testing and are finding 
that it works. So far, 
more than 5,000 people 
have been screened and 
received results while 
they wait. 

“You have to meet peo¬ 
ple where they are,” ex¬ 
plained Sheila Brocking- 
ton, who oversees HIV 
testing at the DMV office. 

Initially, some officials 
doubted many people 
would test. Now, howev¬ 
er, between 25 and 35 
people get tested eveiy 
day at the DMV location. 
Anyone who agrees gets 
$7 off their bill. 

By now, the people 
who run the program 
have their pitch down. 
When people are in line, 
one of the testers 
approaches with the of¬ 
fer: Free tests, money off 
your bill and the promise 
that it won’t hurt.

Let’s all go to the bar

Deer Tick calls their new 
album Divine Providence, 
which at first seems like a 
sweet homage to the 
group’s beginnings in 
Rhode Island’s capital city. 
But as with most things re¬ 
lated to this band, the 
truth is uglier, ruder and 
much more rock ‘n’ roll. 

“It actually came from a 
black metal song that we 
wrote,” says singer John 
McCauley. “It had extreme¬ 
ly anti-Christian lyrics, so 
we thought it’d be funny if 
we named that song Di¬ 
vine Providence.” 

They eventually 

scrapped the song, as it 
didn’t fit the mood of their 
new album — which is 


mostly a rollicking good 
time, catering to classic 
rock fist-pumps as much as 
country rock swaying. 
Filled with titles like Let’s 
All Go to the Bar, and lyrics 
like, “Johnny’s got a bottle 
of wine, no one is gonna 
make it to work on time,” 
they recall 1980s rock out¬ 
casts The Replacements. 

“Oh yeah, we’re big Re¬ 
placements fans,” says Mc¬ 
Cauley. 

And like The Mats, 
there is a degree of longing 
and loneliness beneath the 
surface of the party pro¬ 
ceedings too. 

But Deer Tick is no 
throwback act. They are 
writing very much for 
these times. 

The song Main Street, 
which they recently per¬ 
formed on Letterman, 
seems perfect for the age 


of 24-7 social networking, 
as McCauley asserts in a 
desperate rasp: “Miss one 
day and the whole world 
casts you out.” 

Divine Providence also 


has a sonic density that be¬ 
trays its festive atmos¬ 
phere. So in the studio, are 
Deer Tick focused or a 
mess? 

“I’d say it’s a little bit of 


both,” says McCauley. “Or 
maybe one person would 
be really drunk and no¬ 
body else would. It all de¬ 
pended on what time of 
day you got to the studio.”

Musicians hardly get past 
an EP to make a single al¬ 
bum these days, let alone 
a double (conceptual or 
otherwise) one. But M83’s 
fall-released Hurry Up, 
We’re Dreaming spreads 
Anthony Gonzalez’s savvy 
dance pop over two discs, 
creating an epic landmark 
in the French artist’s 
decade-long career. 

“I’m lost, I don’t know 
what to listen to these 
days. The Internet is going 
too fast for me,” Gonzalez 
(a.lc.a. M83) tells Metro. 
“People might get excited 
about a record, but 20 
minutes later they are ex¬ 
cited about another,” he 
says, sounding like a child 
of the 1960s rather than 
the 1980s. 

But the main 
motivation for the epic 
record, though, is that he 
felt the passage of time 
and childhood lost. 

“The nostalgia of being 
a kid and now you’re a 
grown up and everything 
is over, but knowing that 
you can connect to your 
past through memories is 
the beauty of this album.”

With a gold album, sold-out 
shows across the country, 
an appearance on the hit 
TV show Project Runway, a 
recent tour with Kings of 
Leon and a Rolling Stone 
cover under their belts, the 
Sheepdogs continue to see 
their popularity rise. 

After winning a Rolling 
Stone cover shot and ac¬ 
companying feature article 
published during the sum¬ 
mer, the four shaggy rock¬ 
ers have been able to play 


music on a full-time basis, 
said bass player Ryan 
Gullen. 

Previously when the 
band members toured, they 
would have to return home 
to work at their jobs, he 
said. 

That all changed when 
Rolling Stone introduced 
the foursome — Gullen, 
Ewan Currie, Leot Hanson 
and Sam Corbett — to the 
world. Today, making mu¬ 
sic is their career — some¬ 


thing Gullen calls “a dream 
come true.” 

“It’s really great. Now 
that we can do what we re¬ 
ally want to be doing, that’s 
really cool,” he said. 

Gullen said the band has 
been doing a lot of travel¬ 
ling, as the Sheepdogs have 
been on tour since Febru¬ 
ary. The reaction to the 
band from fans in the U.S. 
has been “overwhelmingly 
good,” he said. 

“Basically we’ve just 


been touring non-stop and 
kind of striking while the 
iron’s hot, especially in the 
States,” Gullen said in a re¬ 
cent telephone interview, 
while the band members 
were driving just outside 
Columbus, Ohio. 

“It’s a little bit different 
than touring Canada - 
shorter drives,” he added. 

For Canadian bands, it 
can be “very hard to get 
things going in the States,” 
so the Sheepdogs are con-

Keith Richards equates the 
rush to release the Rolling 
Stones’ seminal album 
Some Girls as “the same as 
cutting off your baby’s 
head.” 

“We couldn’t release a 
double album and we were 
on deadline,” the guitarist 
said of the 1978 recording. 
“Sometimes you’re really 
getting into tracks you 
want to finish, but they 
don't make (it) because 
time was up.” 

Now many of those 
songs will be included as 
the album was re-released 
yesterday as a double disc 
with previously unreleased 
material. A box set from 
the album also is being re¬ 
leased. 

Mick Jagger said Some 
Girls was a pivotal album 
for the band. 


“It’s pretty 
autobiographical. 

... I was feeling a 
little hounded, so I 
think it came out 
of feeling that. I 
was on the run, 
basically. Very few 
countries would 
accept me at the 
time”

“The records that came 
before this were not as 
good. This was better,” Jag¬ 
ger said, referencing the 
heavily produced Goats 
Head Soup, and It’s Only 
Rock and Roll, which pre¬ 
ceded it.

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At the time, punk rock 
and disco were threaten¬ 
ing the old “dinosaur rock¬ 
ers,” as Richards said, so 
the band had to get back 
to its basic stripped-down 
sound. 

“The punks started to 
kick us ... the Sex Pistols, 
and The Clash, and other 
bands were coming out 
and we realized we were 
already in a second genera¬ 
tion,” Richards said. 

One of the album’s 
biggest hits, and also the 
most criticized at the time, 
was the dance track Miss 
You. 

“It’s not like we wanted 
to make a career out of dis¬ 
co; it just happened to be 
that beat, and Mick came 
up with this beautiful idea. 
If you’re ever gonna do dis¬ 
co, you got to do it now. It 
was like a one-off,” 
Richards said. 

Jagger, who says he 
loves all forms of dance 
music from the 1930s to 
house music, didn't know 
why it mattered. 

“I never thought for one 
minute that people would 
criticize you for doing 
something with a dance 
beat,” Jagger said. “So the 
idea of it being ‘Bob Dylan 
going electric’ never oc¬ 
curred to me.” 

The song went to No. 1 
on the Billboard chart, and 
spawned a variety of dance 
mixes. 


Old friends 


According to Richards, he 
and Jagger recently mend¬ 
ed fences after Richards 
revealed too much about 
his songwriting partner in 
his autobiography earlier 
this year. 

► Quote: “He’s a brother, a 
best friend, and probably 
the most contentious per¬ 
son I know ... We patched 
it up now. The thing is we 
enjoy working with each 
other; it’s the idea of it 
that’s frightening." 

Next year, the band will 
celebrate its 50th anniver¬ 
sary, and there’s a great 
deal of speculation as to 
whether the band will tour 
for their milestone. 

“I’m hoping to do some¬ 
thing about it. Right now, I 
don’t want to go too much 
into it. I’m pulling the 
boys together and (will) 
see what happens. It’s a 
work in progress. I’m not 
Nostradamus on this, but 
we all want to do some¬ 
thing for the big 5-0,” 
Richards said. 

The duo has written 
most of the Rolling Stones 
music, and though Jagger 
usually sings them, 
Richards does have his sig¬ 
nature tracks. Among 
them is Before They Make 


Me Run from Some Girls; 
it has become one of his 
favourite songs to per¬ 
form. 

“It’s pretty autobio¬ 
graphical. ... I was feeling a 
little hounded, so I think it 
came out of feeling that. I 
was on the run, basically. 
Very few countries would 
accept me at the time,” 
said Richards, who was fac¬ 
ing a potentially long 
prison sentence at the 
time because of a heroin 
possession charge in 
Toronto. 

Other major hits from 
the album include, Shat¬ 
tered, the Temptations 
cover of Just My Imagina¬ 
tion (Running Away With 
Me), and Beast of Burden. 

While Richards said the 
unreleased music was 
ready to go, Jagger did say 
he tinkered with the 
remixes. 

“Claudine and Tallahas¬ 
see Lassie were all more or 
less as (they) were. I just 
listened and said, ‘Do they 
need a bit of percussion or 
a harmony vocal?,’ but 
apart from that they’re 
fine,” Jagger said. 

Richards is just happy 
that the band gets to re¬ 
lease Some Girls with the 
songs they wanted to in¬ 
clude. 

“In a way it’s interesting 
to put the head back on 
the baby,” Richards said.

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Why can’t we all 
just Get Along? 

O Documentary depicts maturing professional pair who have learned 
to manage their inevitable sisterly spats and pick their battles 



Any Tegan and Sara fan 
who explores the three 
documentaries bundled 
into their new release Get 
Along with the hopes of 
seeing the twin sisters 
snipe and scrape like a 
couple of pocket-sized 
Gallaghers will be sorely 
disappointed. 

In fact, the only time 
the Calgary-reared indie- 
pop pair asked that pro¬ 
ducers excise a scene 
from the two-plus hours 
of film footage, they did 
so because the clip in 
question depicted an ugly 
sibling spat. 

“There was a seven- 
minute scene of Sara and 
I arguing veiy passive ag¬ 
gressively,” Tegan Quin 
said as the personable 
pair sat down for an inter¬ 
view this week in Toron¬ 
to. 

She remembers her 
cringing response as she 
watched the footage with 
the filmmakers in an edit¬ 
ing suite. 

Especially since that 
kind of bickering isn’t ex¬ 
actly typical. 

“We’re not getting 
drunk and beating the 
crap out of each other, 
contrary to probably 
some of the fantasies ... 


Family on film 


Among those people 
pleased by the new docu¬ 
mentary might be the 
pair’s mom. 

► For years, she's been the 
subject of embarrassing 
anecdotes relayed by the 
twins onstage — 
adopting squawking 
tones to imitate her voice, 
no less — but now fans 
will get to see what she’s 
actually like.

we’re actually really good 
at this.” 

“So we started talking 
about it a little bit more. 
Because we were like, 
‘Maybe we should tell 
people the truth.’” 

But finding that equi¬ 
librium took time. 

“We’ve learned ways to 
deal with it, get over it 
quicker, to reconcile 
quicker, to make compro¬ 
mises, and you sort of 
pick your battles a little 
differently,” Sara said.

high heat, stir sugar, 
milk and butter until 
butter melts and 
mixture comes to a full 
boil. Continue to cook 5 
minutes, stirring 
constantly.

Remove from heat; 
gradually mix in choco¬ 
late chips until melted, 
then stir in marshmal¬ 
low creme until melted 
and thoroughly blend¬ 
ed. Mix in vanilla, sliv¬ 
ered almonds and 
cherries to distribute 
evenly.

With a rubber spatula, 
scrape into buttered 
pan and smooth the 
top. Decorate with 
whole almonds, 
spacing apart and 
pressing in lightly, so 
that fudge can be cut 
into squares between

of eveiy resume and cover 
letter I sent in — and it to¬ 
talled over 90 in the span 
of five months. After only 
hearing back from six or 
seven, I was discouraged, 
furious, and upset with 
myself. I just had to find 
another way. 

I found the best way to 
look for work was net¬ 
working. I made use of all 
the resources and connec¬ 
tions I had because I real¬ 
ized that you never know 
who might know of some¬ 


one who is looking for 
someone. 

I also found it helpful 
to go on informational in¬ 
terviews, which is calling 
or e-mailing someone 
from a company you 
would like to work for 
and asking if they would 
be willing to meet with 
you briefly. 

You would be surprised 
to see how many profes¬ 
sionals are willing to help 
out recent grads. 

Feel free to ask them 


anything about their line 
of work, working at that 
company even ask if they 
can take a look at your re¬ 
sume. 

Sometimes they will 
take it with them and 
keep it on file. 


Where Naomi is now 

I am currently the director of communications 
and student programming at a supplementary 
school in Toronto. 

I am very happy with my position and the or¬ 
ganization I work for and I know that my time 
here will be very rewarding. I do hope to return to 
school to complete a post-graduate certificate in 
public relations and communications, as well as 
to continue my work in the non-profit sector in 
Toronto. 


My advice to recent 
graduates is to never feel 
discouraged. Finding a 
job is very time-consum¬ 
ing, and it takes a lot 
of hard work and dedica¬ 
tion. If the search seems 
to be never-ending, 
don’t give up. I know it 
sounds a little corny, but 
it’s true. 

Tap into all the re¬ 
sources you can use: Tal- 
entEgg, Linlcedln, 

Faceboolc, friends, family, 
newspapers, networking 
events, and don’t be 
afraid to put yourself out 
there. 

Let employers see your 
enthusiasm, passion, 
hard-worlc ethic, and mo¬ 
tivation. 

After months on the 
job hunt, I was finally of¬ 
fered a position at a great 
organization. 

My recommendation 
for employers is to 
be more open-minded. A 
lot of job postings require 


a number of years worth 
of work experience 
in that field. When 
you are a recent graduate 
looking for a job, this 
qualification seems very 
daunting. 

You will be surprised to 
find how many capable, 
dedicated, and enthusias¬ 
tic applicants would be a 
great fit for the job.

Oil too slick for Nashville 


O Eberle, Horcoff score two goals apiece to lead Oilers over Predators O Rinne gets pulled 



Jordan Eberle had two 
goals and an assist and 
Shawn Horcoff scored 
twice to send the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers to a 6-2 victory 
over the Nashville Preda¬ 
tors last night. 

Ales Hemsky and Jeff 
Petry also scored, Ryan 
Nugent-Hoplcins, Taylor 
Hall and Ryan Smyth each 
added a pair of assists, and 
Devan Dubnylc made 30 
saves for Edmonton. 

Jordin Tootoo and 
Jonathon Blum scored for 
the Predators. 

Nashville goalie Pelclca 
Rinne gave up three goals 
on 13 shots in the first pe¬ 
riod and was replaced by 
Anders Lindbaclc to start 
the second period. 

The Oilers opened the 
scoring when Horcoff got 
control of a loose puck in 
the crease on the power 
play and backhanded it be¬ 
hind Rinne at 9:31 of the 
first period. 

Hemsky skated past a 
Predators defender and

through the slot to take on 
Rinne one-on-one, firing a 
wrist shot over Rinne’s left 
shoulder at 11:39. 

Eberle closed out the 
first-period scoring at 
15:51 with a wrist shot 
from inside the right cir¬ 


cle that beat Rinne to his 
left side. 

Nashville had a 5-on-3 
advantage for 51 seconds 
in the second period, but 
Edmonton’s penalty 
killers kept the lead intact. 

The Oilers needed only 


five minutes to score in 
the third as Eberle skated 
around the right circle be¬ 
fore beating Lindbaclc. 

Tootoo broke the 
shutout at 11:32 when he 
tipped in a slapshot by 
Shea Weber. 


Petry scored the Oilers’ 
second power-play goal at 
12:22 of the third period 
and Horcoff added his sec¬ 
ond goal at the 15:03. 

Blum scored with 20 
seconds left to play.

MLB bucks trend, signs CBA early

Baseball commissioner Bud 
Selig and union head 
Michael Weiner smiled and 
exchanged handshakes 
while others in the room 
dug into lcnishes and pigs 
in a blanket. 

Not exactly the typical 
scene surrounding sports 
labour talks this year. 

Baseball ensured itself of 
21 consecutive years of 
peace at a time the NBA sea¬ 
son might be cancelled be¬ 
cause of a lockout and the 
NFL still is recovering from 
its CBA negotiations. 

“We’ve learned,” Selig 
said yesterday after players 
and owners signed an 


agreement for a five-year 
contract running until De¬ 
cember 2016. “Nobody 
back in the 70s, ’80s and 
the early ’90s, 1994, would 


ever believe that we would 
have 21 years of labour 
peace.” 

The agreement makes 
MLB the first pro major 


league in North America to 
conduct blood tests for hu¬ 
man growth hormone, al¬ 
lowing it during spring 
training and future off-sea¬ 
sons but for now only 
studying whether it will be 
implemented during the 
regular season. 

The deal, which must be 
ratified by both sides and 
drafted into a formal con¬ 
tract, expands the playoffs 
from eight to 10 teams by 
2013, lessens draft-pick 
compensation for free 
agents, expands salary arbi¬ 
tration by a few players and 
for the first time allows 
teams to trade some draft 


selections. 

It also adds unprecedent¬ 
ed restraints on signing 
bonuses for amateur play¬ 
ers coming to the major 
leagues from high school, 
college and overseas. 

Following eight work 
stoppages from 1972-95, 
baseball reached its third 
straight agreement without 
an interruption of play. The 
current deal was to expire 
Dec. 11. 

Baseball seems to have 
learned the lessons of the 
1994-95 strike, which 
wiped out the World Series 
for the first time in nine 
decades, the associated press

Hottest trends 


Larger (up to 30 inches 
in diameter, in some 
cases) and fancier 
wheels continue to 
dominate SEMA. Black- 
finished wheels remain 
popular, but chrome 
and polished aluminum 
pieces remain in vogue. 

Also taking root are 
matte-finish paint 
schemes that lack any 
gloss. 

Mercedes-Benz, BMW 
and other high-end ve¬ 
hicles even charge extra 
for this primer-paint ef¬ 


fect. 

Related to this move¬ 
ment are hot rods and 
older collector cars that 
have been deliberately 
left in their natural 
“barn find” patina, in¬ 
stead of being restored 
to better-than-new con¬ 
dition. The automotive 
coatings industry can’t 
be all that crazy about 
this movement and is 
likely hoping it never 
really catches on. 

But perhaps the most 
significant trend of all 


is the growth in retro- 
styled bodies. 

You can now build 
fairly exact replicas of 
first-generation 
Mustang and Camaros, 
along with 1955-’57 
Chevrolets and 19405- 
era Ford and Lincoln 
coupes. 

One company even 
makes a very cool 
reproduction of a 
Corvette Nomad 
concept that was the hit 
of General Motors’ 1954 
Motorama show.

Automakers are 
increasingly embracing 
the SEMA show as a 
venue to demonstrate 
how their latest models 
can be modified with 
aftermarket perform¬ 
ance parts, high-tech 
accessories and trick 
colour schemes. Some 
even use this event to 
launch their upcoming 
latest and greatest 
models, knowing that 
the press will provide 
them with millions of 
dollars worth of public¬ 
ity for free. 

This year, GM, in cel¬ 
ebration of Chevrolet’s 
100th anniversary, fea¬ 
tured its new Sonic 
small car in various 
triclced-out guises, 
along with two 
interesting versions of 
the Chevrolet Camaro: 
a retro-influenced 
COPO (Central Office 
Purchase Order) drag 
racer available later in 
2012; and a full-scale 
Hot Wheels concept 
painted and decorated 
like Mattel’s popular 
toy car. 

On the other hand, 
the usually spectacular 
Chrysler/Mopar display 
really fell flat this year, 
with very little in the 
way of substantive con¬ 
tent and only a smat¬ 
tering of heritage 
models.

SEMA’s organizers presented awards to the Fiat 500, Ford F-150 pickup, Jeep Wrangler and Chevrolet Camaro as “Hottest” in their respective classes, but the Camaro 
is our official real star of the show. Both coupes and convertibles proved highly popular as demonstration platforms (where did the Mustangs go this year?) for a wide 
variety of new-product add-ons, while the Jeep Wrangler remained popular as a truclc/sport ute product canvass. 

Honourable mentions go to the Nissan GT-R, plus assorted Porsches, Ferraris and Lamborghinis that always provide excellent eye candy for numerous accessory 
manufacturers.

Left-lane lingerers beware: 
the Cadillac CTS-V is com¬ 
ing to get you, and in a big 
huriy. 

A recent 800-lcilometre 
combination freeway/two- 
lane drive proved that a 
CTS-V travelling, shall we 
say, at full-on passing veloci¬ 
ty, is capable of moving any¬ 
one, and especially 
terminally inattentive left- 
lane bandits, out of the way. 

In fact, it’s doubtful that 
even a lights-a-blazin’ cop 
car could have cut such an 
instantaneous swath. 

That’s just one of the 
joys associated with pilot¬ 
ing the CTS-V wagon, one of 
a trio of performance-up- 
graded Cadillac CTS mod¬ 
els, including sedan and 
coupe editions, to proudly 
wear a multi-coloured “V” 
symbol across its flanks and 
lceister. 

Along with an admitted¬ 
ly rapid closing speed, some 
credit for the traffic-clear¬ 
ing effect goes to the V’s ap¬ 
parently intimidating 
wire-mesh-loolc grille and 
massive lower air 
intalce/spoiler. These ele¬ 
ments — common to the 
coupe and sedan — blend 
perfectly with the rest of 


the wagon’s knife-edge 
styling. There’s absolutely 
no impression that the ex¬ 
tended roofline was tacked 
on as an afterthought. It ap¬ 
pears to be designed with 
purpose, just like the interi¬ 
or. 

The test car was 
equipped with optional 
multi-adjustable Recaro- 
brand ventilated buckets 
upholstered in high-end 
leather and suede. They fit 
like a glove, thanks to ad¬ 
justable pneumatic bolsters 
inside the seat cushions 
and backrests that allow for 
dialing in just-right firm¬ 
ness. The test vehicle was 


also equipped with an avail¬ 
able suede-wrapped steer¬ 
ing wheel that looked great 
and exhibited plenty of 
non-sweaty grip. 

The rear seat was also 
nicely turned out, but it re¬ 
quired some contortionist 
moves for adult-sized pas¬ 
sengers to enter and exit. 

One shortcoming is evi¬ 
dent behind the rear seat, 
where cargo space isn’t 
what it appears. Cadillac 
claims that the wagon of¬ 
fers about double the trunk 
room found in a CTS sedan. 
However the combination 
of the a sloping roof and 
higher-than-average load 


floor limits the size and 
shape of bulky items that 
can be placed there without 
blocking the rear view. For¬ 
tunately, the split-folding 
rear seat helps compensate 
for this shortfall and the 
huge power-operated lift- 
gate makes cargo access a 
snap. 

Thoughts of practicality 
are quickly replaced with 
an adrenaline rush (which 
always wins out) once the 
V’s Corvette ZRl-based 6.2- 
litre supercharged V-8 
crackles to life. Barely no¬ 
ticeable at low speeds, actu¬ 
ally, the V provides a 
power-to-weight ration nev¬ 


er before seen in Cadillac’s 
110-year histoiy. 

The ZR1 version makes 
638 horsepower, but the 
output in the V is a not-too- 
shabby 556 horsepower 
and 551 pound-feet of 
torque and almost succeeds 
at making this CTS think it 
actually is a Corvette. 

It’s not just the head-pin¬ 
ning straight-line accelera¬ 
tion that’s worth talking 
about. 

The adjustable (Tour and 
Sport) Magnetic Ride sys¬ 
tem constantly adjusts 
shock damping that results 
in impressive control over a 
variety of surfaces and also

keeps the wagon tracking 
true and flat in the turns. 

Also unforgettable are 
the massive Brembo-brand 
brakes that haul the 1,920- 
kilogram wagon to a stop as 
if it had twin parachutes. 

The test car arrived with 
the optional six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, but, as 
with all CTS-V cars, a six- 
speed manual gearbox can 
be specified. 

The “base” CTS-V wagon 
clocks in at about $76,200 
delivered, but the loaded-up 
test model brought the to¬ 
tal north of $84,000. 

But, believe it or not, 
that’s pretty reasonable giv¬ 
en its Superman-like per¬ 
formance, eye-turning 
shape and ability to provide 
you the deed to the left 
lane.

A major auto 

show like last 
week’s clam 
bake at Los 
Angeles will 
always bring 
out the crowd-pulling 
attractions, like fantastical 
concepts, rocket-launcher 
sport machines, and uber- 
luxury land yachts.

Because one of the most 
compelling stoiy lines to 
emerge from the show con¬ 
cerns two nameplates with 
more working class roots 
— Ford Escape and Honda 
CR-V. 

Both Escape and CR-V 
debuted in their next-gen¬ 
eration finely at Los Ange¬ 
les, and both are huge 
sellers, which sets up a 
doozy battle for segment 
supremacy in 2012. 

Escape is actually the top 
selling SUV in North Ameri¬ 
ca and has dominated the 
Canadian compact 

crossover sales segment for 
years, with its combination 
of keen pricing, roomy con¬ 
fines, and rugged, good 
looks. 


Honda CR-V is a perenni¬ 
al top-three contender, cur¬ 
rently just behind Hyundai 
Santa Fe (YTD), and has al¬ 
ways impressed with a re¬ 
fined and efficient engine, 
easy handling, reliability, 
and not-going-to-bug- 
anybody looks. 

When the new versions 
get to battle, it will be more 


about style and technology. 

The Escape’s new style 
eschews its previous, tradi¬ 
tional SUV profile, for one 
that’s sleeker and more 
like others in its segment. 

The shape is about 10 
per cent more aerodynam¬ 
ic. 

And here’s a partial list 
of some of its new tech¬ 


nologies: a tailgate that can 
open with a “kicking mo¬ 
tion” from your foot; a 
4WD system that can slow 
the vehicle when cornering 
too fast; your choice of two 
direct-injection, tur¬ 

bocharged powerplants 
(2.0-litre and 1.6-litre Eco- 
Boosts), and an updated 
version of the current 2.5-

litre; and second-genera¬ 
tion MyFord Touch. 

The 2012 Honda CR-V 
will move away from the 
“quasi minivan” look, and 
gets a more muscled and 
sporty vibe. Its new AWD 
system is more able to pre¬ 
cisely figure out traction re¬ 
quirements and how to 
mix the torque between 
the four wheels. The sole 
powertrain is the highly- 
evolved Honda 2.4-litre i- 
VTEC “four” and a 5-speed 
automatic tranny. 


Interesting new 
CR-V developments in¬ 
clude: Eco Assist, which 
teaches you to drive 
“greener”; ECON Mode, 
which alters the power- 
train in a more green way; 
standard Bluetooth hands¬ 
free interface; rearview 
camera with top view; 
satellite-linked navigation 
system with bilingual voice 
recognition; and a SMS text 
messaging function, which 
can read texts over the au¬ 
dio system, and allow driv¬ 
ers to respond with one of 
six pre-set text messages. 

New CR-V production 
starts early in 2012 at Hon¬ 
da’s plant in Alliston, Ont. 

The 2013 Escape will ar¬ 
rive a bit later, in the 
spring. 

By the end of the 2012 
we’ll definitely see who 
made the most of their new 
interpretations.

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Toyota marks Canadian anniversary at plant 


A day after Toyota celebrat¬ 
ed the start of Corolla pro¬ 
duction at its new 
Mississippi assembly plant 
in the United States, the 
big Japanese carmaker 
marked its 25th anniver¬ 
sary making vehicles in 
Canada last Friday. 

Toyota Motor Manufac¬ 
turing Canada hosted a cel¬ 
ebration in the 
southwestern Ontario city 
of Cambridge, where the 
company began its Canadi¬ 
an operations in 1986. 

At the time, the compa¬ 


ny estimated it would have 
1,000 workers and pro¬ 
duce 50,000 cars a year. To¬ 
day, the automaker 
operates three plants in 
Ontario and employs 
about 6,500 workers. 

Last year, it built more 
than 458,000 Toyota and 
Lexus vehicles at plants in 
Cambridge and nearby 
Woodstock. 

“(Toyota Motor Manu¬ 
facturing) has become one 
of Toyota’s largest, most 
successful manufacturing 
operations in the world,”

Toyota Corp. president 
Alcio Toyoda said at the 
ceremony, attended by fed¬ 
eral, provincial and local 
officials. 

“It has done so by con¬ 
sistently exceeding expec¬ 
tations.” 

Ontario has seen tradi¬ 
tional Detroit Three car- 
makers — GM, Ford and 
Chrysler — cut tens of 
thousands of jobs in the 
last decade as their parent 
companies restructured in 
the United States. But Toy¬ 
ota and Honda have ex¬ 


panded their operations in 
Ontario, Canada’s manu¬ 
facturing heartland. 

“Toyota is an essential 
part of Ontario’s auto in¬ 
dustry, and a big reason 
why the province contin¬ 
ues to be the leading juris¬ 
diction in North America 
for vehicle assembly,” said 
Brad Duguid, Ontario’s 
Minister of Economic De¬ 
velopment and Innova¬ 
tion. 

Still those companies 
have faced problems in 
Asia, where the March 


earthquake and tsunami 
and the recent massive 
flooding in Thailand have 
cut parts supplies and 
slowed down their global 
output, even in Canada. 

On Thursday, a ceremo¬ 
ny in Blue Springs, Miss, 
formally marked the re¬ 
cent start of production, 
almost five years after Toy¬ 
ota announced it would 
build a new plant in the 
tiny town in the sparsely 
populated hills of north 
Mississippi.

Once just a possibility, elec¬ 
tric vehicles are now mak¬ 
ing their way to market. 
But just because you can 
buy a battery-powered car 
like the Nissan Leaf or 
Chevrolet Volt, don’t expect 
to simply bring it home 
and plug it in. 

“It’s not viable to plug it 
into an extension cord out 
the window,” says Kevin 
McIntyre, marketing ac¬ 
count manager for Eaton, 
which manufactures vehi¬ 
cle charging stations. 

“The cars draw an awful 
lot of power. These run 


steady once they’re charg¬ 
ing and you want to run 
them off a dedicated circuit 
if you can.” 

Simply plugging an elec¬ 
tric vehicle into a standard 
wall outlet will take any¬ 
where from 12 to 16 hours 
to charge, McIntyre says. 

“When you install a resi¬ 
dential home charging sta¬ 
tion, it cuts it down to four 
to six hours. You’re con¬ 
necting to 220 volts versus 
110 volts.” 

That higher voltage is 
similar to what a clothes 
diyer or oven uses, but 
those appliances draw pow¬ 
er sporadically, turning the 
heating element on and off 
as needed. 

“The difference is (the 
car) is a continuous load, so 
we oversize the protection 
and the wire that feeds it,” 


Charging facts 


► Electric cars and AC charg¬ 
ing stations are standard¬ 
ized, and so just like fuel 
pump nozzles on gasoline- 
powered cars, every charg¬ 
ing connector in North 
America fits the outlet on 
every electric vehicle. No 
matter what charging sta¬ 
tion you buy, it will charge 
your car. 

► DC fast-chargers are not 
yet standardized, and engi¬ 
neers are working to draw 
up standards so they will 
fit every car as well. 

McIntyre says. 

“You’re drawing maxi¬ 
mum load. If it’s not done 
safely, you can have short 
circuits, start tripping 
breakers, and potentially 


have a fire if you don’t have 
(electrical) current protec¬ 
tion.” 

Even if you’re willing to 
take longer to charge your 
car, it should still be 
plugged into a dedicated 
circuit, which will prevent 
“nuisance tripping” of 
breakers when other elec¬ 
trical items in the house 


draw power. 

Before installing a charg¬ 
er, Eaton’s contractors as¬ 
sess the house to see if its 
electrical system can han¬ 
dle the load, “preferably be¬ 
fore you buy the car just to 
make sure you can charge 
it,” McIntyre says. 

For a house with 200- 
amp service, an installed 


charger is approximately 
$2,000. Fast-charge, direct- 
current (DC) chargers can 
top up a depleted battery to 
80 per cent in about half an 
hour and can provide 
enough power for 50 km of 
driving in about 10 min¬ 
utes, but at around $75,000, 
they’re primarily intended 
for commercial use.
